It is true the Majer Dor­ 
ney has many personal attractions, in 
fact, there has been many political and 
other factions which have felt the force 
of his magnetism, but there has come a 
time when the absence of his possessions 
is regretted more than himself. An anony­ 
mous letter reached this office yesterday, 
containing this sentence: “It is said by 
some of the Irish Republicans that Pad­ 
dy Dorney, the Chairman of the club, 
skipped with a goodly portion of the 
boodle.” An investigation of this rumor 
developed the following facts. The Irish-

who in recognition of his services, was 
elected Chairman. It struggled for ex­ 
istence for some time, but the frequent 
collections at the meetings finally placed 
it in a condition to blossom out, and it 
secured headquarters at No. 106 North 
Main street. The money still rolled in 
from one source and another until it is 
said that $.'>00 or thereabouts was on 
band. As the leader of this congrega­ 
tion, Major Dorney took charge of the 
collectious, and no thought of bonds 
came to any one’s mind, in fact it would 
have been unsafe for an outsider to have 
suggested that such were necessary. It 
will be remembered that it was an­ 
nounced a short time since that an 
entertainment would be given for the 
benefit of the club. 
For this 6000 
tickets were printed,and these were placed 
in charge of the Major, and have not 
been heard of since. 
Not very long ago 
Major Dorney’s form disappeared from 
viepv and it was whispered that he had 
gone to 
San Francisco. Time passed 
and 
the affairs of the club became 
precarious. Bills came pouriDg in but 
the man with the money was not present 
and there began to dawn upon the minds 
of the members of the club the possibility 
that they 
were minus a Chairman as 
well 
as their Treasury. 
A council 
of 
war was held and 
an investi­ 
gation made. Of the 6,000 tickets print­ 
ed but 500 could be traced, and of the 
•1-300 there was not even a trace. A letter 
describing Major Dornoy’s many virtues 
and taking ways was then written to the 
Republican leaders in San Francisco, 
and at present the matter rests in this 
condition. The majority of the mem­ 
bers of the club reiuse to say anything 
about the matter. 
Others’ say they 
would not have cared if they could have 
shared tlie spoils, and there still rests a 
hope in the breasts of all that the Major 
will shortly return with the funds of the 
club fntact. There is, perhaps, no good 
reason to believe that he will not.

A SPECK OF WAR. 
T h e T ria l* o f T w o F a m in e* V en . 
tlla te * In th e C o a rtro o m . 
Two of the first families of Garvanza, 
the Smiths and the Comers, ventilated 
their difficulties in Justice King’s court 
yesterday. The manor house and estates 
of the Smiths lie immediately adjoining 
the hereditary tent of the Comers. The 
Comers are a numerous tribe, consisting 
principally of young children, while the 
Smiths have only one small infant and 
a pup. The pup was not offered in evi- 
vence, but it appeared from the testi­ 
mony of both sides that he was the casus 
belli. When the Comers would go out 
for the day thoughtlessly leaving the 
draw bridge down and the portcullis no, 
the pup would Blip in and have some fun 
with whatever he found lying around. 
His appetite for pinafores and straw hats 
seemed insatiable, and deep in the re­ 
cesses of his kennel he had a fine collec­ 
tion of dish rags and other bric-a-brac, 
which he had carried away on these 
marauding expeditions. This bit and 
rankled in the bosom of the Comers un­ 
til violent measures were decided upon 
by the younger members of the family, 
tin the evening of the 2d of August 
the Smith pup sat quietly watching 
his master sprinkle the garden when 
a stone came flying over the fence from 
the direction of the Comers and took him 
in a place to cause the subsequent pro­ 
ceedings to have no further interest for 
him. Smith did not himself see the 
stone, but Mrs. Smith testified that she 
heard the dull sickening thud just as the 
pup fell over. According to the Smiths, 
this was the beginning of a reign of ter­ 
ror and of the stones lasting for ten 
minutes. 
“ There was a regular shower of 
stones,” said Smith. 
“ How many fell?” asked the District 
Attorney. 
Smith counted them up carefully and 
decided that eight fell. 
“ Well, that is less than one a minute,” 
said the District Attorney. 
“ We won’t 
call that a shower.” 
The Comers said that the dog must 
have had a fit or a quickened conscience, 
as they threw no stones whatever. They 
said that without any cause for provoca­ 
tion, Smith got very angry and began to 
paw up the turf and swear. 
One of the 
ladies of the Comer household put her 
head out of the tent window and in­ 
formed him that such language did not 
become a gentleman in the presence of 
the gentler sex, and he so far forgot him­ 
self as to request her “to keep her shirt 
on.” At last when he saw a shadow of 
one of the boys on the side of the tent, 
he let fly at him with a stone and missed 
him only a few inches. For this the 
Comers had Smith arrested. 
The case was on trial in Justice King’s 
Court yesterday and a decision will be 
rendered to-day. A host of witnesses 
were called by both sides and the feud 
in the neighborhood seems likely to be­ 
come general. The pup is still alive and 
ready to get his owner into more scrapes.

According to Tour­ 
ney ’s affidavit the ranch and stock in ’81 
was worth about $40,000; that when he 
gave his wife the place they had a verbal 
agreement that she would never ask for 
aid or bother him again. 
At that 
date there lived at the house two of 
their children, a daughter aged 1:; and 
a son aged 17. At a later date Mrs. 
Tourney sold the place for less than 
$14,000, and after paying off two mort­ 
gages and some other debts she had but 
little money left. During all these years 
she had supported herself and invalid 
daughter. In her affidavit she denies 
that the ranch left her was even worth 
one half of $40,000; that they bad never 
agreed to live apart, as at the time of the 
transfer of the ranch they were already 
separated. The plaiatiff, in her affidavit, 
says she believes Tourney to have $25,000 
worth of property near this city and 320 
acres of land in San Bernardino countv, 
worth about $5000. She asks that he 
pay the attorneys’ fees.

H e r a l d — We liad quite 
large and enthusiastic meeting in Santa 
Ana last Saturday evening. The Hon. 
Calvin Edgerton and Mayor Arbuckle 
the orators of the evening, came in on 
the Southern Pacific road at 6 p . m ., and 
were met by the Hon. W . H. Spurgeon, 
sent for th at purpose by the Santa Ana 
Democratic Club. 
In company with 
these gentlemen were Colonel E . E . 
H ew itt, Judge J . It. Dupuy, Messrs. H . 
S. Parcels and George H errm ann, can­ 
didates for otlices on the Democratic 
ticket selected at the late Convention, 
At 8 o’clock Mr. D. M. Baker, the en­ 
thusiastic editor of the Standard, one of 
the Democratic papers of this city, called 
to order the meeting at a fine stand pre­ 
pared for that purpose on the principal 
street of the city. The stand was hand­ 
somely decorated with the red, white and 
blue, with fine portraits of our standard 
bearers, Grover Cleveland and Allen G. 
Thurm an, and well lighted by both gas 
and electric light. The following gentle­ 
men were appointed Vice-Presidents and 
caUed upon the stan d : T. B. Van Al- 
styne, J. D. Rice and Dr. W. B. H all, of 
A zusa; J. H . Arnold, I. E. Messmore 
and George C. 
Hagan, of Orange;

McMichael, of Fairview ; J. Patterson, 
of W estm inster; L. Lehorn, B. F. Por­ 
ter and H . Kruger, of Anaheim ; J . D. 
Price, of Garden Grove, and H . Gopper, 
Dr. Lacy and W. 11. Spurgeon, of Santa 
Ana. The following candidates were also 
invited, and took their seats upon the 
stan d : Col. E. E. HewitJ, tor Treasurer; 
Judge Victor Montgomery for State Sen­ 
ator of Thirty-ninth D istrict; W. M. Mc- 
Fadden, for Assemblyman of the Seventy- 
eighth D istrict; Mr. H. S. ParcelB, for 
County C lerk; Mr. George H errm ann, for 
County R ecorder; Mr. C. E. W hite, for 
County A uditor; S. H . Fenley, for County 
Surveyor, and last, but not least, Judge 
J. R. Dupuv, for District Attorney. 
Mr. Samuel Wilson was appointed Sec­ 
retary of the meeting.

rem arks from President Baker, stating 
the object of the meeting, he introduced 
H on. C. Edgerton, who made a most elo­

in his power to put it forward to success. 
H e dwelt quite a length of time upon the 
tariff question, and the m anner in which 
the Republican party had made a great 
bugaboo of it in endeavoring to get out 
the impression among their followers 
th at it was a Free Trade measure, when 
the Democratic party had only inserted 
in 
their 
platform 
the 
plank 
they 
had in theirs three years ago, the re­ 
duction of the tariff, and which they had 
never mentioned since the time of their 
defeat, until it was now brought up by 
the Hon. Mr. Mills of Texas, and used 
their utm ost endeavors to defeat it, as it 
had em anated from the brain of a promi­ 
nent Democrat, through the recommen­ 
dation of our noble President, who was 
not afraid to recommend what he thought 
would be for the benefit of the people, 
though he might run the risk of a defeat 
by sending fort a such a document. 
He 
showed to any sensible m in d how false 
was the cry the Republican sjjeakers 
made in calling the Democratic party the 
advocate of Free Trade when the Mills 
bill only asks from the government a 
reduction of the tariff from 47 to a frac­ 
tion over 42 per cent. 
H e explained in

$1,000,000. Then 
comes the United 
States Government with its building 
which will go on the corner of M ain and 
W inston streets. 
Active preparations 
are now afoot to begin this work. There 
is no reason to doubt that its foundations 
are soon to be laid, and that work will be 
pushed on it as rapidly as the appropri­ 
ations will perm it of doing. 
Thus Los 
Angeles will have three rare ornam ents 
in these three public buildings. 
Now let all good Angelefios put their 
shoulders with vigor to the wheel of pub­ 
lic progress and give this Angelic city 
such a hotel as her dignity demands, 
as her tourist and other travel will justify, 
and as the business sure to come will pay 
interest on. The Main and Tenth street 
hotel is already under way. It is a great 
enterprise and will cost more money 
than any one or two of our citizens can 
afford to put into one venture. 
Such a 
hotel will be in all respects a public 
benefit. 
Every man in Los Angeles will 
be directly benefited by it. 
Let all lend 
a willing hand in this great work. The 
end will justify this.

can people is the fact that a war tariff in 
time of peace has destroyed our foreign 
commerce, contracted the field of labor, 
made the rich richer and »;ie poor poorer, 
filled the country 
with tram ps, and 
closed the markets of 
the world to 
American manufactures. 
The people of 
the United States are rapidly leaving all 
these facts, and will g -e startling evi­ 
dence of their knowledge when they 
come to vote.

Only These Two Needed to Pass it. 
The Rejection of the Chinese 
Treaty Confirmed.

T H E S E N A T E . 


W a s h in g t o n , September G.—In the 
Senate to-day among the bills from com 
m ittee’s placed on the calendar was the 
following: Senate bill granting the Ore­ 
gon Navigation Company a certain tract 
of land on the Umatilla reservation for 
station purposes. 
Hoar offered a resolution calling the 
attention of the President respectfully to 
the resolution of the Senate, of the 28th 
of August, requesting him to communi­ 
cate to the Senate copies of all communi­ 
cations addressed by his direction to the 
Government of Great Britain, rem on­ 
strating against certain unfair treatm ent 
of American citizens, ami requesting him 
to furnish b u c I i information as soon a; 
possible, in order th at it may be con­ 
sidered in acting on the pending legisla­ 
tion- Laid over. 
The Senate bill for the admission of 
the State of Washington was laid aside. 
The Chinese Exclusion bill was taken 
up. 
Pugh sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
hud read in the absence of H earst, to 
whom it was telegraphed, the resolutions 
adopted last evening in a mass meeting 
at San Francisco, urging the immediate 
passage of the Chinese Exclusion bill. 
Sheridan said he thought the Senate 
should be willing to wait two or three 
days so as to ascertain w hether the facts 
on which the bill rested, really existed. 
He did no: wish the .Senate to act in the 
dark, on information which was probably 
groundless, and then depart from the 
usual orderly mode of proceeding on its 
apprehension 
of facts. 
No 
answer 
had been received to the resolution 
yeaterday calling on the President for a 
statem ent, but an answer would undoubt­ 
edly come to-day, in order, of course. If 
it should appear, as he believed it would 
appear, that no information had been 
received; that in point of fact the Chi 
nese Minister was now on his way from 
Peru, probably with the ratification of 
the treaty, at any rate with some expla­ 
nation about it, and if the Senate should 
hurriedly pass the bill, it would be 
surprise to the whole country and to the 
whole civilized world. 
He had informa­ 
tion now from undoubted sources— 
not from the President or the Secretary 
of State—that the probability was that 
no such action had been taken by the 
Chinese Government. 
He was informed 
that the Chinese Legation had no infor­ 
mation on the subject and the President 
had none. 
W hen the bill came over 
the House he had assumed as a m atter of 
course that the House had based it on 
information that came from the Presi­ 
dent. The Senate had no information 
about it. 
He thought the Senate was 
hound by the common courtesy due be­ 
tween natious as between individuals, to 
await the action of the Chinese Govern- 
m entón this subject. If the bill were passed 
and the treaty were ratified, the Senate 
would have placed itself in the ridiculous 
attitude of assuming a fact which did not 
exist. 
If on the contrary the treaty were 
rejected, there would be am ple time to 
pass the bill. 
He asked that by unani­ 
mous consent the bill might be informal­ 
ly laid aside. 
Stewart objected. 
Platt said he should vote for the bill, 
but under protest. 
H e did not like the 
way it came before Congress. W hy such 
hot haste to over-ride without waiting for 
the President’s signature, and pass a bill 
which under the circumstances would be 
a direct insult to a nation with which 
the United States desired to continue 
friendly commercial relations? Was it a 
vote-catching 
performance? 
H ad 
it 
come to this, th at 
a 
high pnblic 
office 
had 
been 
prostituted 
for 
Democratic electioneering purposes? If 
not, what other reason existed for thrust­ 
ing the bill on the attention of Congress 
in such an untim ely way? If the vote 
was forced upon the Senate now he 
would vote for the bill, because he was 
not going to act on the assumption that 
the pending bill was an electioneering 
dodge. 
Morgan questioned the sincerity of the 
Pacific Slope Senators as to the exclusion 
of Chinamen, and remarked that the 
sentim ent for their exclusion 
w aB far 
from universal. 
The statem ent 
was challenged by 
M itchell, who said somewhat excitedly 
that there was not one word of truth in it 
from beginning to end. 
Morgan repeated that the plutocracy of 
the Pacific Slope was in | favor of retain­ 
ing Chinese laborers. 
M itchell rem arked th at the question 
had been submitted to a vote by the 
people of California a few years ago, and 
he asked whether the Senator from Ala­ 
bam a would have the candor and honor 
to stale to the Senate the result of the 
vole. 
Morgan retorted in an indignant m an­ 
ner th at the word “ honesty” was a word 
which the Senator from Oregon ought 
not to use with bo much flippancy. On 
the point of honesty he (Morgan) had as 
good a record as the 
Senator from 
Oregon. 
M itchell explained that 
he meant 
“ political honesty.” 
Morgan—A political dishonest man 
caunot by trusted with my pocketbook. 
I do not make such a distinction, and 
never have made it. 
M itchell—The Senator may m ake his 
own application. 
The debate being closed the Senate 
proceeded to vote on the passage of the 
bill. The bill was unanimous, yeas 37, 
nays none. 
There being no quorum 
voting, there was a call of the Senate, 
when thirty-nine Senators, exactly a 
quorum answered. Hoar said he had 
been present when the vote was taken 
yesterday and to-day, but had refrained 
from voting for the reasons stated by the 
Senator from Ohio, (Sherman.) 
Sher­ 
m an had also withheld his vote on both 
occasions. 
It was agreed by unanimous consent 
th at a vote be taken to-morrow at 1 
o’clock, and then the Senate adjourned. 


ous question on the bill to-morrow at 4 
o’clock. 
Scott then resumed the floor and con­ 
tinued his speech in support of the bill. 
At the close of yesterday be had intim at­ 
ed th at the Canadian railroads had by 
reason of Article 29 of the treaty of 1871

and referring to him “ as the man, who, 
in no sense and under no ciscumstancee, 
has a right to speak for American labor.” 
The Senator from Colorado when he came 
to talk and vote was for the exclusion of 
the Chinese; when he came to act he waa 
always trying to find out how not to do it. 
The 
Senator 
wanted 
to 
know 
what right he (Scott) had to 
intro­ 
duce the bill. 
The 
answer 
could 
be found in yesterday’s dispatches rela­ 
tive to the coming of Chinese into the 
United States from British Columbia. It 
was necessarx for the House to put an 
immediate scop to this immigration, and 
the House did not require three days to 
find w hether it would pass ir bill to that 
effect or not.

county limits.

Thurman at New York. 


THE OL1) ROMAN INDISPOSED. 


His Speech at Matlisou Square Gar 
den Postponed—Governor Hill 
and Others Speak.

N ew Y o r k , September G.—Madison 
Square Garden covered a m ighty swarm 
of people to-night on the occasion of 
Democracy’s reception to Allen G. Thur­ 
man, and when its holding capacity was 
exhausted it served as the center to many 
thousands of people who were addressed 
by speakers upon stands at each corner 
of the building. The interior of the gar­ 
den was profusely 
decorated 
with 
the 
American 
colora. 
W hen 
the 
doors 
opened 
a 
tremendous 
stream 
of 
people 
rushed 
in, 
trempliug and pushing the 150 police­ 
men present, who vainly tried to pre­ 
serve order. 
In an incredibly short 
space of tim e the southern galleries were 
packed, and a few m inutes later every 
seat in the northern galleries was filled. 
Then the crowds surged onto the main 
floor, and every minute saw them packed 
closer and closer to the stout railing of 
the reserved enclosure, and every min­ 
ute 
saw 
the 
remaining 
space 
for 
standing 
room 
growing 
and 
less. 
Still 
hundreds 
more 
poured in and squeezed -room for 
them selves until the building fullj held 
its estimated capacity of 15,000 people. 
Suddenly there was heard a loud crack­ 
ling and the men mounted their chairs 
and looked about them with anxiety. 
He fore a panic could be created, how­ 
ever, 
it was seen that the 
impa­ 
tient crowd, packed against the reserved 
sett enclosure, had violently seized 
the railings and wrenched them from 
their place, and there was a rush for the 
chairs of those who had risen to see what 
had caused the disturbance. No harm 
was suffered by anyone, however, ex­ 
cepting those w ho lost their seats. 
At 3 o’clock Calvin S. Brice, Chairman 
of the National Campaign Committee, 
appeared in the speaker’s Btand, cane in 
hand, and rapped for order. He at 
length made him self heard above the 
din, called the meeting to order and 
presented Hon. Koswell P. Flower. 
Flower made a short speech, touching 
m ainly upon the treasury surplus.

T1IURMAN ENTERS. 
W hile Flower was still speaking the 
crowd near the Madison Square entrance 
began to cheer, drowning the voice of 
the speaker, as they announced the 
coming of Thurman. 
As he made his 
way to the platform the cheers were re­ 
doubled, bandanas were waved, and the 
band struck up “ Hail to the Chief.” At 
the

time 
there 
reached 
the platform Governor D. B. H ill, 
who 
took 
a 
seat 
beside 
Mayor 
H ewitt, Congressman McMillan, Patrick 
A. Collins and ex-Governor Abbett, of 
New .Jersey. A greeting in the form of a 
resolution was then read and adopted. 
Flower, who had not attempted to con­ 
tinue his speech at once introduced Thur­ 
man, saying: “ Fellow citizens, I have the 
honor to introduce to you that Old Ro­ 
m an, Allan G. Thurman.” 
As Thurman stepped forward to the 
speaker’s stand and stood erect, wiping 
the prespiration from his face with the 
famed bandana, the wildest excitement 
followed. Everyone having a seat stood 
upon it. Bandanas and flags were waved, 
and the crowd cheered and cheered 
again, drowning into mullled sounds the 
strains of the band. 
THE OLD ROMAN SI’BAKK. 
The cheering continued for fully five 
m inutes, and then with a voic6 so feeble 
that only those within a few feet of him 
could tell except by the motion of his 
lips that he was speaking,Thurman said : 
Mr. Chairman, Indies and Gentlemen— 
It has been said by the Republican 
papers since I was rominated for Vice­ 
President that Allen G. Thurman is an 
old, frail, decrepit and broken down man. 
I do not know what I should reply to 
this, although I well know I am in no 
condition to-night to speak to the im­ 
m ense audience such as this is. 
How­ 
ever, I want to speak in spite of m y ill­ 
ness. 
I am almost induced to make the 
attempt. I beg leave, however, to with­ 
draw and thank you for your kind recep­ 
tion.” 
A DISAPPOINTED AUDIENCE. 
A hush fell upon the assemblage as all 
saw that the hero of the evening was try­ 
ing to speak to them , but was unable to 
do so. 
Col. Brice and Mr. Flower 
stepped forward, and each taking Thur­ 
m an by the arm assisted him back from 
the speakers’ stand. 
H e was almost 
fainting, and 
for

few 
minutes 
was too sick to be removed from the 
building. 
W hen he had 
recovered 
sufficiently, Judge Thurman was taken 
in a carriage direct to the ladies entrance 
of the Fiith Avenue hotel. Accompanied 
by Brice and Barnum and his son Allen 
W . Thurman, the Judge w aB conducted 
to his room and was attended by Dr. 
Golthwaite, the hotel physician. 
The 
latter applied remedies and later, it was 
said, the distinguished patient would be 
allright in an hour or two. 
THE JUDGE’S ILLNESS NOT SERIOUS. 
Dr. L. Goldthwaite said the Judge had 
been attacked with cholera morbus at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, and he had ad­ 
vised his patient to not exert him self by 
attending the big meeting. Judge Thur­ 
man insisted upon going to Madison 
Square Garden, notwithstanding the ad­ 
vice of his physician. 
Mr. Barnum came out of the Thurman 
apartments in a little while, and though 
he looked seriously worried, announced 
that Thurman would be all right in a 
few hours. In the sick-room remained 
Mr. Brice, Allen W . Thurman, his son, 
Allen G. Thurman, Jr., and the phy­ 
sician. 
Meanwhile in Madison Square Garden 
the throDg called for Governor H ill, 
when Thurman had gone. H e was pre­ 
sented and at once referred to Judge 
Thurman’B sudden illness. H e said^ it 
was an illness which had come upon him 
hut an hour before. The Governor said 
he took great pleasure in announcing 
that his illness was not serious, and that 
Jndge Thurman would be able to pro­ 
ceed with the work laid out for him in 
the campaign.

Story of the Arctic Whalers’ 
Misfortunes. 


THE STOKM OF AUGUST THIRD, 


The Wrecked Vessels—Small Catch 
of Whales—Expert, and the 
Chester Disaster. 


Associated Press D ispatches to the H k r a l d . 
S a n F ra n c is c o , September 6.—The 
story of the wreck of the Arctic whaling 
fleet is substantially as follows: 
During the latter part of July the Arc­ 
tic fleet kept well together, while work 
ing to the north and east of Behring 
Straits. Much ice was encountered, the 
season was late, but few whales were 
seen, and finally the vessels reached 
Point Barrow, having caught compara­ 
tively nothing. The long Arctic day was 
spent in spent in searching for an open­ 
ing to the north, but without avail, and 
the evening of August 2d found about 
thirty steamers and harks riding at an­ 
chor som ewhat southerly of Point Bar­ 
row. Towards evening a brisk breeze 
set in from the southwest, and with it 
the sea grew heavier and heavier, and 
by 6 o’clock the following morning 
the masters of the vessels were con­ 
vinced 
that 
it 
would 
be sheer 
folly to seek shelter from the storm 
where they were, and the wind blowing 
towards Point Barrow; all anchors were 
weighed and the vessels turned the Point 
where they were seem ingly sheltered 
from the storm. All day of the 3d the 
galo blew with andim inished violence 
whipping the sea into a foaming, seeth­ 
ing mass. Suddenly towards night, the 
wind again changed, exposing the whal­ 
ers to the utmost fury of the sea. The 
vessels were anchored comparatively near 
the shore. 
The steamers at once put 
into deeper water but with the sailing 
vessels some of the anchors would not 
come loose. Some were lost altogether, 
ond with only a few m inutes warning the 
unfortunate ships were tossing about iu 
the breakers occasionally striking with 
tremendous force on the bottom. 
The Young Phoenix’s crew couldn’t 
weigh anchor rapidly enough, and she 
struck again and again, till with the hull 
all smashed she drifted to the eastward 
at the mercy of the storm. The Mary 
and Susan didn’t get loose at all, but 
thumped the bottom till the storm was 
over. 
She was a total wreck. 
The 
Fleetwing finally got free and was cast 
ward a few mileB, totally wrecked, and 
her crew were saved by the steam 
halers. 
The Jane Gray became unmanageable, 
avd was cast against a huge cake of ice, 
and though finally headed for the An­ 
drew Hicks, sank before she reached 
that vessel. Her crew were picked up. 
A loDg list of minor disa ters are re­ 
corded and the whaling men can remem­ 
ber no such disastrous season for years, 
except that of about a year ago, when 
practically the whole fleet was last. 
The catch at the latest accounts had 
been only twenty-two whales, when last 
year over three hundred were taken. 
The steamer Orca alone caught more 
than the fleet has done this year. 
The 3’oung Phoenix had taken one 
whale which had been transferred to 
the tender before the disaster. 
T H E CHESTER ENQUIRY. 
Expert T estim on y U eforc the Hoard 
of A llot ComnilNMlonerN. 
S an F r a n c isc o, September 6 .—At the 
examination of the City of Chester dis­ 
aster to-day before the Pilot Commission­ 
ers, Captain Erskine, of the steamer St. 
Paul, testified that he would not bring 
his ship into port in a fog, especially if 
the flood tide was running, and if he 
could not see more than 200 yards ahead. 
John F. Freeman, Marine Inspector, 
and Capt. Ferdinand W estall, of the 
United States Coast Survey, testified to 
the same effect. 
Capt. E. N. Freeman, Port Inspector 
of Pilots, thought it would take the Oce­ 
anic five m inutes to stop and back after 
sighting the Chester. 
Commodore Nicoll Ludlow, of the 
United States Navy, said he did not con­ 
sider it prudent to bring in ships like the 
Oceanic in foggy weather. 
After som e further testim ony the court 
adjourned.

T he crew s of th e last vessels, 109 in 
nu m b er, w ere rescued b y th e B ear and 
bro u g h t to th is city. 
A ll of th e rescued seam en say th e storm 
w as th e w orst ever known at Point B ar­ 
row . W hen th e w ind com m enced, 
the 
w h alin g fleet sought sh elter on th e w est 
side of P o in t Barrow , b u t th e w ind sh ift­ 
ed an d increased to a gale. 
N early all 
th e vessels com m enced to drag th eir an ­ 
chors a n d to th u m p against th e bottom , 
as th e w ater w as n ot very deep th ere. 
E very effort was m ade to save th e ves­ 
sels. M ost of those th a t escaped destruc­ 
tion w ere m ore or less injured. ‘ T he m en 
on th e lost vessels b arely escaped. 
The 
c u tte r B ear rode out th e storm in safety, 
a n d as soon as possible rendered valuable 
assistance to th e distressed m arin ers, a n d 
started for San Francisco a t once, as pro 
visions w ere getting scarce. 
T he cu tter 
T hetis w as left w ith th e rem ain d er of th e 
w haling fleet.

BRONCHITIS. 


Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucous Mem­ 
brane lining the Bronchial Tubes, and is one of 
th e moBt com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases. It is a dangerous disease, as it prevents 
the oxygenation ot th e blood, an d in m any 
caaes, particularly after it passes in to the 
chronic stage, th e substance of th e lungs be­ 
com es seriously involved, giving rise to w hat 
is very properly called Bronchial C onsum ption. 
In the acute form there is a sense of tightness 
or pressure across th e chest, with considerable 
wheezing, severe cough and expectoration. 
This is at first a w hite glairy m ucus, w hich 
after a tim e becomes purulent. The patien t In 
some cases Is obliged to tit up In bed, th e op- 
pressiun across the chest is so great, and th e 
skin is clam m y and prostration rapidly sets in, 
and in fatal cases there will be m u tterin g de­ 
lirium , coma and death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


Chronic B ronchitis Is also an inflam m ation of 
the m ucous m em braue of bronchial tubes. But 
this form m ore often occurs later in life. W hen 
a cold settles on th e lungs th e disease either 
ends in bronchitis or pneum onia. If It ends in 
bronchitis it usnally passes off as a cold In th e 
chest, and still th e patient does not. feel en tire­ 
ly well. He feels tired and languid, and is In­ 
capable of tak in g his usual am ount of exercise, 
and experiences a shortness of breath, w ith 
m ore or less w aim th in the palm s of his hands.

m ncua, and at tim es there is a disagreeable 
sm ell. Persona thus afflicted are very liable to- 
take cold, at which tim es the mucuB become» 
clear and frothy, and it is not uncom m only th e 
case th at the patient dies in one of these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(From humcre, to be m oist) is so called from th e 
profuse q uantity of watery secretions w hich 
comes from th e air passages of the lungs.
